Ireland to lease the lands of which he shall be so tenant for life in 
possession, to any person for any term not exceeding Thirty-one Years, 
to take effect in possession on or within One half-year after the making 
of such lease, so as upon every such lease there be reserved during 
10 the continuance thereof, to be incident to the reversion expectant 
thereon, the best yearly rent that can be reasonably obtained for the 
same, without taking any premium for the same lease, and so as the 
lessee to be named in any such lease be not made dispunishable for 
waste, either by express words, or by the effect of any thing therein con- 
’5 tained, and so as in every such lease there be contained a condition for 
re-entry on non-payment of the rent thereby reserved, and so as every 
lessee do execute a counterpart of his lease, and do thereby covenant 
for payment of the rent thereby reserved, and that he will not assign 
or sub-let the premises, or any part thereof, without the previous con- 
20 sent of the lessor, or of the person who may be entitled to the life 
interest in the said lands at the period of the assignment or sub- 
letting.

this Act, and so as this Act shall not prejudice in any way the powers 
of leasing now possessed by tenants for the bishops, parsons and 
other ecclesiastical persons ; and the word “ Lands ” shall extend to 
5 manors, advowsons, rectories, messuages, lands, tenements, tithes, 
rents and hereditaments of any tenure (including those held for terms 
of years), and whether corporeal or incorporeal, and any undivided 
share thereof ; and every word importing the singular number only 
shall extend and be applied to several persons or things as well as 
10 one person or thing; and every word importing the masculine gender 
only shall extend and be applied to a female as well as a male. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That the provisions of this Act not to 
Act shall not enable any lessee to pass or in anywise affect the tJd&rtST 
interest of his landlord in any lands held under or by virtue of a hSdlord 
»5 lease, but nevertheless any lessee being such tenant for life in 
possession as hereinbefore mentioned, shall and may exercise all or 
any of the powers of this Act (except the power of exchanging) so 
as to bind or pass the interest of any person entitled or interested 
in remainder, after the determination of the estate or interest of 
20 such tenant for life, to or in term, estate or interest granted or created 
by tbe lease under or by virtue whereof the lands are so holden. 



Provided also, and be it Enacted, That this Act shall not enable 
any tenant for life to exercise any of the powers hereby given from 
the exercise of which he shall be expressly restrained by the instru- 
25 ment by which his life estate was created. 

And be it Enacted, That all suits and actions now depending in 
any of Her Majesty’s Courts of Law or Equity in Dublin for a 
partition of lands, shall cease and be no longer proceeded in if the 
Judges of such Courts shall think proper so to order, and that such 
30 Judges shall dispose of the costs of such actions or suits upon the 
matter of the petition for a partition to be presented under this Act 
or otherwise, as to such Judge shall seem meet.
